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Town receives 
state aid funds

The money came as part of $1.2 
billion released so far this month 
by the state treasurer to cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
said that the total received was 
about.$250,000 short of what had 
been anticipated, but that he 
believed there was more to come.

Bridge goes out

Tickard said design work for the 
bridge is being prepared now by 
the state, with hopes of having the 
actual work done later this year. 

Tickard said barracades and signs 
will be erected around 10 a.m. at 
the bridge, closing the structure to 
all traffic, both ways.

the state's cash flow problem. 

"I don't see a new problem deve- 
loping as a result of this,” he said.

The monies received included 
$636,918 in Ch. 70 school aid, and

In an update on the bridge situ- 
ation, Temporary Town Manager 
Michael Caira said bids will be due 
back mid-August, a contract for 
the work would be awarded 
mid-September, and shop drawings 
and design work would be done in 
September and October. Caira said 
he was told by the state Department 


of Public Works the bridge would 
most likely be closed to all traffic 
next November and December 
during the actual construction 
period and work could be complete 
as early as the end of December, 
barring any delay. The ultimate 
completion date for all work, 
including final paving work in 
April, is June 1991, said Caira. 


Town meeting warrant 
has three articles

The warrant for the August 27 
special town meeting was opened 
and closed Monday night by 
Wilmington selectmen hoping to 
focus voters’ attention primarily 
on the FY 1991 budget. The board 
followed .the lead of Temporary 
Town ‘Manager Michael Caira, 
who suggested selectrien keep the 
number of articles to a minimum 
because of the “critical” nature of 
the upcoming budget discussion. 
The warrant contains three arti- 
cles, two submitted by developer 
Mark Nelson to purchase town land 
abutting his property and one to 
amend the budget to bring it within 
the confines of Proposition 21/2. 
Caira said he had talkéd to 
residents and local board members 
who planned to submit articles on 
land purchases and transfers and 
suggested they wait until a special 
town meeting in the fall to discuss 
land itions. Those interested 
in submitting articles, said Caira, 
were the water department, the 
Conservation Commission, about 
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25 abuttors, and the non-profit 
Wilmington Community Develop- 
ment Corporation, which is seek- 
ing a few lots in order to continue 
building affordable homes in co- 
operation with the town. Caira said 
in order to avoid "dickering back 
and forth" in the fall, town officials 
plan to review all requests for the 
sale of abutting town land and will 
provide information on taxes and 
fair market value to all petitioners 
beforehand. 

Thée\board questioned whether 
Nelson's articles were legal, espe-- 
cially since the attorney general 
siill has not ruled on the article 
passed at the April town meeting 
allowing Nelson to purchase the 
four parcels. Caira said the 
Attorney General has until August 
3 to do so. Caira added Nelson 
came to him with the required 
number of signatures and had a 
right to be on the warrant, even 
though he had hoped the developer 
would wait until the fall to submit 
his articles.

Ainsworth Road hearing continued

A public hearing on the Ains- 
worth Road commercial subdivi- 
sion to be located at the I-93/125 
intersection in Wilmington was 
continued Tuesday night to allow 
proponents to bring forward more 
information. 

Paul Lindholm, engineer for 
applicant Robert Corey and 
Sunshine Investment Realty Trust, 
told the Wilmington Planning 
Board he plans to submit a traffic 
impact statement and an update 
from the Conservation Commis- 
sion when the hearing continues 
August 7. Lindholm said he will 
file for a Notice of Intent with the 
conservation board in the next two 
weeks. 

The six lot parcel of 40 acres by 
Andover Street is zoned general 
industrial and, as such, will allow 
such uses as an office, bank, hotel 


or motel (by special permit), auto 
repair shop, warehouses, or light 
manufacturing on site. Because of 
the site's proximity to the town's 
wellfield, the past history of the 
parcel, and the fact that there are 
currently no sewers hooked up in 
the area, town officials have long 
been concerned about potential 
impacts of a development to the 
town's groundwater and wetlands 
A crowd of area residents were 
vocal last-night on these issues as 
well as traffic impact with access 
proposed from Andover Street and 
a narrow road feeding into one 
almost double in width. 

"I don't see how they can put a 
development in an area -that was 
under water at one time,” said 
Andover Street resident Ed Curtis. 
Curtis claimed in the 45 years since 
he lived in the area there were 
three ponds and a swamp that have 


since been filled in and the area has 
been flooded a number of times. 

Adele Passmore alleged there had 
been alot of illegal filling on site 
and much of the area is wet. 
Lindholm agreed 12 of the acres 
are designated wetlands or marsh. 
He added, however, that an out- 
standing certificate of compliance: 
has brought all the wetlands into 
compliance in the. past year and a 
half. 

Some neighbors claimed there 
were such things as a quonset hut, 
oil, possible hazardous materials, 
and other debris buried on the 
land. 

"There's alot of stuff buried 
there," said Eric Judson of 
Andover Street, who offered to 
show Lindholm the location of 
these materials, Judson added that 
given the history of the site, the

372 gallons of Class A flammable 
jiquids above ground Monday, des- 
pite neighborhood concerns about 
safety-and past violations by the 
company. 

Wilmington selectmen granted 
the license to bring the facility in 
compliance with recent regulations 
covering the storage of hazardous 
materials. Petitioner Joseph Taran- 
tino said the company has been 
storing 372 gallons of flammables 
at the facility for the past 15 years. 
It was only during an inspection by 
the Wilmington Fire Department 
in April that Tarantino was told he 
would need to apply for the license 
to be in compliance. 

Deputy Fire Chief Dan Stewart 
said his department recommends 
approval of the license. He added 
the liquids would be stored in a 
room that offers such protection as 
a fire door, sprinkier system, and 
mechanical ventilation. 

Outspoken neighbors complained 
that in the past Tarantino ignored 


the town's directive to get rid of - 


storage trailers on the property. 
They said he had “defied” the town 
and its bylaws and didn't now 
deserve to have a license. Others 
were concerned with precautions 
being taken to assure nearby 
residents would be protected in

Tom Fitzgerald of Middlesex 
Avenue claimed he could smell 
fumes across the street and noted it 
was "kind of late” to grant a license 
for liquids that have been stored on 
site for 15 years. 

Selectmen listened carefully to 
abuttors' concerns and asked that 
the building inspector address any 
outstanding violations presently on 
the property. Dan Ballou motioned 
to table a decision until the board 
hears back from ythe building 
inspector. Chester Bruce said he 
wouldn't sanction a license if 
violations still exist on the 
property. a 

Tarantino said he had made "a 
great effort” to abide by the town's 
bylaws in the past year. He said he 
had cleared all but one of the 24 
trailers from the site. He explained 
he was just seeking the license to 
comply with local regulations. 

In the end, the board unani- 
mously agreed to grant the license. 
They added, h@wever, any 
violations should be addressed 
immediately.

hazardous materials study so future 
buyers will not get stuck with 
possible contaminants and the 
resulting clean-up costs. 

Lindholm said he had done 
exploratory work and dug test pits 
on the whole site and found no 
evidence of contamination. Ano- 
ther neighbor insisted she had seen 
chemicals buried underground. 

Barbara Sullivan questioned the 
potential impact of any contami- 
nants on the nearby wellfield. She 
was told because the definitive plan 
was submitted April 17 before the 
annual town meeting, it doesn't fall 
under the new groundwater pro- 
tection bylaw. However, Lindholm 
assured Sullivan such safeguards as 
nitrogen phosphate calculations re- 
quired by the planning board will 
afford protection to Witmington's 
groundwater. He explained further 
because of concerns expressed by 
water and sewer commissioners 
and others, any increase in 
drainage will go back into the 
ground in recharge basins so ther® 
will be no runoff on site. 

The engineer said the proponents 
plan to make improvements to 
Andover Street and drainage in the 
area. Passmore noted that 
Ainsworth Road, which is a 
right-of-way, is only 15 feet in 
some places. She claimed traffic 
problems will arise when it is 
widened to 32 feet to comply with 
subdivision regulations. 

Some discussion ensued over 
whether Ainsworth Road is an 
eccepted road of the town. While 
the planning board said it was 
never accepted by-town meeting, 
Lindholm said he had been advised 
by legal counsel that it was an 


accepted way.

‘Land clearing begins 
on Shawsheen project

Work got underway this week on 
the ‘controversial Shawsheen River 
Estates affordable housing project. 
Developer Jay Tighe confirmed 
Tuesday a trailer has been moved 
onto the Hopkins Street site and 
tree Clearing on the approximate 
45 acre parcel has begun. 

The project is being constructed 
in three phases. According-to a 
project schedule submitted to the 
Wilmington building inspector, 
Phase I construction work begins 
in July and will run through 
mid-November. Enginecring work 
will take place during the next five 
months. Wetlands replacement, 
tree-clearing, and loam stripping 
will occur from early July to 


mid-August while roadway cuts 
will be made during the month of 
August. Off-site sewer work is 
slated to run from mid-July to the 
end of September, while instal- 
lation of the storm sewer drainage 
system will be done: during 
September. Road paving and work 
on the water mains will be done in 
the fall. 

Sixty-six of the 220 units in the 
project will be offered at afford- 
able rates to first time homebuyers 
through the Homeownership Op- 
portunity Program. The rest will 
sell at market rates. A lottery will 
be held, most likely at the end of 
the summer, to. choose the new 
owners of the affordable homes. 


Selectmen sign contract 
with Reading Light

Temporary Town . Manager 
Michael Caira said the town would 
continue to work with the light 
department and legislators to push 
for legislation concerning in-licu- 
of-tax payments and to get the 
Department of Public Utilities to 
agree to the payments. 


Four towns agree 
on new RMLD pact 


Electrically speaking the jolts are 
over, Reading, North Reading, 
Wilmington and half of Lynnfield 
are now one, wedded, it is probable 
in a perpetual peace. 

The Board of Selectmen of 
Reading, Tuesday evening signed 
the new agreement to share the 
services and income of the Reading 
Municipal Light Deaprtment with 
the other municipalities. The new 
pact came after several years of 
debate with Wilmington over the 
finances involved. 

Wilmington, after cost studies by 
the Wilmington. Chamber of 
Commerce, voted to establish its 
own light department, or buy 
power from some other source. 
There were two votes, in the town 
meeting, and the selectmen of 
Wilmington took over the problem 
of negotiations with Reading Light. 
The agreement with Reading 
Light, negotiated by the selectmen, 
was not satisfactory to the 
Chamber. Two members, Rocco 
DePasquale and Capt. Neilson 
spoke against the agreement, in 
town meeting. 

The two men failed by six votes 
to overcome the selectmen's 
agreement. But there is now a new 
"kinder, gentler" political struc- 
ture in the RMLD. The RMLD 
regulates the Reading owned 
utility, and sets policies ant rates.

July 31 is the traditional filing 
date for informational reports on 
Keogh retirement plans - an 
onerous task, especially for those, 
whose retirement. nest eggs are 
divided among separate "baskets;"

Service has relaxed filing 
requirements for ‘smaller and 
simpler retirement plans. If you 
are self employed and qualify to 
file the 5S00EZ form - that is, if 
your plan has only one participant, 
or participant and spouse - AND if 
the assets of your plan did not 
exceed $100,000 at the end of the 
plan year (usually the calendar 
year),-you no longer have to file a 
report. Of course, you must 
aggregate all your plans to 
determine whether you satisfy the 
IRS criteria. 

If assets are over $100,000, you 
should file on the SSO0EZ for a 
one-participant plan. With more 
participants, you'll file Form 5500 
or 5500C/R. Check with your 
accountant. i ;

Sweetheart plans 
new cooling system 


Sweetheart Plastics, westerly of 
the railroad at Wilmington Square, 
wants to renew its cooling system, 
now 20 years old. It has planned a 
new system, which wilt not involve 
roof structures, and will make only 
76 decibels of noise, instead of the 
current 94, 

Roger Williams,.a Sweetheart 
official told the Board of Appeals 
Tuesday, night that the noise, 
expressed in "decibels" is on a 
logarithmic scale, so that the 
differences in noise are really 
much greater than if a regular 
mathematical scale was involved. 

But Sweetheart Plastics is located 
in a "flood zone" and is also near 
the old Middlesex Canal. It was for 
that reason, not the cooling system 
change that there had to be a Board 
of Appeals,hearing on July 10. 

The hearing was to be fourth, in 
the agenda of public hearings. But, 
because state representative James 
Miceli, a Webber Street resident, 
was present, and because he told 
the board he had to go elsewhere, 
the hearing was advanced, to,pe the 
first heard on July 10. 

Miceli was brief. He said he was 
against the noise and then he left. 
He did not listen to any of the 
arguments. 

A goodly number of neighbors, 
Webber Street and Cedar Street, 
etc. were present. All seemed to be 
against. 

Attorney Daniel J. Brown told 
the appeals board that a 100 
percent replacement of the cooling 
system, now 20 years old, was 
Proposed. Other than the flood 
plain, there was no need for a 
public hearing, he said, and even if 
there was a 100 Year Flood, there 
would be no impact. Engineering 
plans had been filed with the town 
engineer, Mr, Gillam. 

The present cooling structure is 
on the roof of one of the structures. 
The new structure will not be on 
the roof, will not be visible and 
will be lower than the existing 
structure. 

There has already been a hearing, 
he said, before the’ Conservation 
Commission, because of the Flood 
Plain factor. That hearing had been 
continued to the’evening Of July 11. 

Mila Meloragani took over-for 
Miceli, in arguing against the 
proposal. Milo told the board that 
“when it is on the ground we will 
have more noise." 

“Have someone read the decible 
noise at night - not in the day time." 

Brown told Meloragani that 
"That's the argument of the 
company, there will be clearly a 
lower noise." Milo told the board 
that he is a maintenance man and 
that "I know a little bit of what goes 
on!"

Much was made about the embarassment suffered by the town of 
Tewksbury around the start of the year, when it was said that state 
and fedéral investigators were looking into town affairs. Much was 
said about how ‘the town was being unduly smeared. 

The press, naturally, was singled out as fueling the fires that were 
scorching the town's. good name. After all, the messenger always 
gets the blame, 

Anybody who happened to watch Tuesday night's meeting of the 


Tewksbury Board of Selectmen knows where the real blame lics. If , 


you live in Wilmington, or if you don't watch Tewksbury cable TV 
on Tuesday nights, you missed onc of the most embarassing times 
in recent Tewksbury history. 

There was more yelling, more accusations, more foul language, 
and more plain old dirt, at that one meeting then there has becn all 
year. In fact, former Selectman Charles Coldwell, who watched 
aghast as the camage continued, said later is was the worst meeting 
he'd ever scen, and he spent 12 years on the board. It was ugly. 

But there are other questions to ask here. 

Why WAS Coppola's motion for a four-part referendum never 
put to a vote? It didn't seem to unreasonable from where I sat, but 
the yelling was certainly unreasonable. 

Does Camara really have the goods, or should this be filed in the 
huge bin marked "Innuendo and Rumors?" God knows we hear 
more rumors than truth in Tewksbury lately, and those of us in the 
press are itching to sec how much of it's true. It would make for 
terrific news copy. Let's see something firm. 

Would somebody please put all the ace 
Selectman Camara in one place, in writing, and have the nerve to 
put their name on it? 

Selectman Hurton played with an Open Mecting Law violation 
when he ordered the town's cable TV cameras shut off on Tuesday 
night, no matter how loud he was arguing with Attorney Sullivan.

way of looking at the town and doing my job, I don't take sides, An 
argument can be made that I really don't care about the town, but 
that isn't true.

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Foster child placement a labor of love

“Agency, of sorts. Their goals are 
typical; make the right match and 
their clients will be happy and 
successful, 

But theirs is not a typical place- 
ment agency.. They're not a branch 
of Snelling and. Snelling and they 
have no affiliation with the Kelley 
Girl people, 

Instead, they place homeless child- 
ren in foster homes. 

Dick, who also wears a second hat 
as a Methodist minister, operates 
United Homes ‘for Children in 
Tewksbury in partnership with his 
wife Justina. Together, they pre- 
sently have over 100 foster kids in 
homes and about 40 families 
recruited to provide a temporary or 
long-term home for kids who 
haven't had the best of times. 

“Were always challenged to 
communicate to people just how bad 
it is for some kids out there", said 
Dick Richardson, . 

The United Homes director ex- 
plained that broken homes are 
nothing new in society and that 
similar to years ago kids are often 
the victims of abuse; requiring the 
Department of Social Services 
(DSS) to step in and remove the 
child. However, a new, growing 
Statistic is the number of kids 
coming from homes destroyed by 
parental drug abuse.*Perhaps more 
frightening, according to 
Richardson, is the affect of drug 
abuse on infants.

Rev. Richardson recruits foster 
parents for his kids referred to his 
agency by DSS. _ Foster parents are 
screened intensively by both 
Richardson's agency and the state, 
and there is alsoa requisite 10 week 
training course. 

Who are foster parents, and what 
type of people are they? Rev. 
Richardson said his homes 
represent a cross-section of society, 
and that foster parentsinclude 
couples who haven't been able to 
have children of their own, those 
whose own children have grown-up 
and left home, and others who "just 
have a special love and affection for 
kids". 

One concern for Rev. Richardson 
is how the natural children of foster 
parents react to a new foster 
brother or sister. 

"There's always a good chance of 
jealousy, so we encourage foster 
parents to let their biological kids 
know what's going on. Rather than 
being jealous they can be part of 
helping the new foster kid", said 
Rev. Richardson, 

Does anyone ‘do this for the 
money, as DSS pays for foster 
parent care? 


“It's purely a labor of love", said 
Dick Richardson, noting that the 
state funds for foster parents would 
barely cover bed and board. 

With a sluggish economy and the 
extra financial commitment of 
another child, we asked Richardson 
if present times were hurting his 
* recruitment efforts for foster 
parents. 

Richardson said that, ironically, 
“more people are coming forward 
than ever before", and that tough 
economic times seem to motivate 
people to pitch inand help. 

Rev. Richardson's United Homes 
has a number of goals which are the 
foundation for his program. The 
first is matching the right kid with 
the right foster home. 

"I don't believe in simply filling 
beds. We have to get the right place- 
ment, so we are careful to get a 
good profile of what the foster 
parents will be able to tolerate”, he 
said. Secondly, there's always a 
priority to reunite kids with their 
natural parents. If there was a 
family drug problem, rchabilitation 
is offered and parents can even- 
tually take their children home if 
they agree to frequent drug scree- 
ning supervised by DSS. If this 
doesn't work, Rev. Richardson says

backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

Back from a short vacation, and 
time to look into the mailbag. 

E.R. of Wilmington writes, "By 
the way, thanks for your two 
parter on disease control on tomato 
plants, Ours are looking great (so 
far) and we are looking forward to 
harvesting a bumper crop., My 
question is -- is there any safe 
(organic) means of controlling 
whiteflies in the garden? Year after 
year we are plagued with them and 
nothing we do, including spraying 
with Sevin, seems to help.” 

For whatever the reason, white- 
flies seem to be impervious to/the 
common insecticides, including 
Sevin,-methoxychlor, and ‘chlor- 
dane. Perhaps they have gradually 
developed an immunity to chemical 
sprays over the years. Anyone who 
has grown tomatoes, squash or 
pumpkins be probably 
encountered thif type insect, about 
the size of a large pinhead. When 
shaken off a plant they look like 
flying dandruff. Their eggs are 
laid on the underside’of leaves, and 
the emerging nymphs and adults 
suck juices from plant leaves, buds 
and stems. 

The plants are weakened and can 
die if the whiteflies are not con- 
trolled. Their populations expand 
explosively, since they produce 
many generations each summer. 


Avoid sprays and try this; Ortho 
has come out with a product called 
"Sticky Whitefly Trap." You can 
buy these inexpensive traps (a 
package of three costs about $3.00) 
at most local garden centers. The 
sticky yellow surface attracts and 
holds the whiteflies, works all 
summer even in rain, and will 
significantly reduce their numbers 
through the season. Try this 
product; it really works 

T.S.R. of Tewksbury writes, "I 
bought two Atlantic Giant pumpkin 
plants at a local nursery in May, 
and they seem to be doing fine with 
their main runners now about six 
feet long. Problem is, | don't sce 
any pumpkins forming and here it 
is early July. Can we expect to have 
a giant pumpkin September if the 
plants haven't set pumpkins by 
now? Are we doing something 
wrong?" 

I don't think you are doing 
anything wrong. My own plants 
are similar to yours and are just 
now (July 9) showing some male 
flowers. Within the next week to 
10-days you should see the first of 
the female flowers forming at the 
ends of the veins, with tiny yellow 
pumpkins appearing just beneath 
the blossoms. (The male flowers 
appear randomly along the vines, 
gn tall thin stems.) I'd say you are 
right on schedule. After July 20 or 


so, when the fruits have been 
fertilized, the pumpkins begin to 
swell dramatically. With enough 
water soluble’ fertilizer and water 
in August and September, and 
assuming your plants have not been 
damaged by squash vine borers, 
you can expect to harvest a 
pumpkin or two weighing up to, 
and possibly over, 200 pounds. 

A phone call from Mrs. M.B. of 
North Wilmington asks for Sug- 
gestions on controlling moles in 
her lawn and garden. She had tried 
the spear traps in their runs, 
without any visible success. 

There is a product available in 
garden and“nursery outlets called 
“Gopher and Mole Killer Pellets.” 
It is made by the Dragon Co. and a 
four ounce canister retails for 
around $3.00. I have used it and-it 
does work, if applied according to 
the directions on the package. This 
would be my best suggestion for 
controlling moles.

A FOLIAGE 
COMPARISON 
It is often true that one does not have 
ascnse of how important foliage is to 
a flower arrangement until different 
types of foliage can be compared. To 
this end, try arranging’ pink spray 
carnations with dark green foliage, 
then again with silver-colored 
foliage. In the first instance, the dark 
green leaves will tend to offset the 
pink color and enhance the flowers. 
When pink spray carnations are |, 
combined with silvery cucalyptus 
foliage, the color of the blooms 
becomes lightened and softened. The 
color of the foliage will also influence 
container selection.

Kicking the "weed" habit (ahem)

Hello. My‘name is Bill, and I'ma 
weed-a-holic. 

I'm battling an evil addiction in 
my life. Not the addiction I should 
be fighting (ahem) but still tricky. 
Very confusing» 

For all my life, I've fished in the 
weeds, Can't help myself. As a kid 
I'd walk along the shore, casting 
out to the lily pads. Fish are in the 
weeds, I reasoned, so the only place 
to fish is near the weeds. ., 

If there's no weeds to hold fish, I 
said to myself, what's the use? You 
can't catch fish.éf there's nothing on 
the bottom. Let's be serious here! 

Later I bought a boat and did the 
same thing; only on a grander scale. 
Now, instead of casting from land I 
can fish the deeper side of the lily 
pads, the "fishy" side. Terrific. 

But my readership would fall off 
terribly if you folks knew just how 
awful I am at bass fishing, Pitiful. 

Simply put, Roland Martin could 
stand on the dock, and I could fish 
from my boat, and he'd outcatch 
me on bass, seven to one. I stink. 

But now I'm trying a big change 
in my fishing habits. Difficult as it 
is, I'm trying to end my love affair 
with weeds, And it's tough. 

What really'sold me on fishing in 
open water was something that took 
place last year. Three of us were 
fishing Lake Althea (Mud Pond) in 
deepest, darkest Tyngsboro, and we 
were in no danger of overloading 
the boat with fish, let's put it that 
way. We'd caught a few early on, 
but «the day was getting hot and 
fishing was’ getting cold, Pitiful. 

But two guys in another boat, out 
in the middle of the pond, just kept 
hauling them in, left and right. So I 
boldly slid over and asked how, and 
what, they were doing. 

The driver of the boat yelled back 
that they were knocking them dead 
with white jigs, fished deep. Oh? 

Naturally, the three of us tied on 
the whitest looking jigs in the box 
and fired away. Sure enough, there 
were loads of bass, deep, knocking 
the eyeballs out of jigs, both white 
and yellow. 

There we were, sitting in some. 10 
feet of water, nailing bass without a 
weed in sight. It made me twitchy, 
fishing without weeds nearby, but it 
worked. How confusing. 

Just last week, on Peter's Pond in 
Dracut (my "office pond") the bass 
weren't interested in the standard 
shallow-water offerings, so I pulled 
away'from the weeds and tied on a 
white jig. Guess what ... I put away 
three bass, one of them over two 
pounds, in just over five minutes. 

I's always fun to catch fish, but I 
felt uncomfortable not having my 
usual mattress of green nearby. It 
made me feel insecure, sort of. The 
weeds have been a security blanket 
for me! I love weeds! 


A few days later, fishing the same 
pond, my depth finder indicated an 
object suspended above the bottom, 
in about 12 feet of water. So I came 
toa halt in the middle of the pond 
and tried a jig. My second cast 
brought up a nice bass, Deep again. 


But there weren't any weeds for 
50 yards around. I was shaking. 

Does this mean I have to bury my 
collection of Jitterbugs and Crazy 
Crawlers, in favor of lead-heads? 
Do I discard all my floating lures in 
favor of sinking ones? Am I cursed 
never to see another explosive bass 
strike on the surface? 

Nah. Just this weekend I caught a 
small bass on Flints Pond in Tyngs- 
boro, ‘fishing a Hula Popper in the 
thick of a lily pad field. Ah, lovely. 
It was small, but it was something. 

But Flints is terribly weedy, and 
very shallow. I simply had to fish 
on top, in the weeds, didn't 1? The 
pond wasn't deep enough for a jig. 

Then it struck me ... did I fish 
Flints because it's so weedy? Was I 
satisfying my weed-need by fishing 
in a pond that was too shallow for 
deep lures? Didn't I deliberately go 
there just to feel safe in a "thicket" 
of weeds? Oh God, I think I did. 

I'm so embarassed! Heaven help 
me -- I'm an addict! I can't stay out 
of the shallows! I'm a weed junkie! 

Look at the evidence! | own more 
rubber frogs than spinnerbaits! I've 
got four times more Jitterbugs than 
jigs! I've got plenty of top-water 
Rapalas but nary a "sinking" model 
in the box! 

I'm an addict! A weed abuser! 

As treatment for this addiction, to 
pull the weeds from my veins, so to 
speak, I'm hereby ordering myself 
to fish deep for a solid week. Let's 
see some will-power, William. 

I'm on vacation next week, so I'll 
have a chance to "deep out." I think 
I'll start at Long Pond in Dracut, a 
nice, deep, bassy pond with only an 
average growth of weeds. 

I promise to use more spinner- 
baits and crankbaits. I vow not to 
use any floating‘ lures while the sun 
shines. And I swear thatl won't cast 
at a single lily pad all week. (Geez, 
I've got-the shakes already!) 

If this treatment works, perhaps 
I'll start Weed-Eaters Anonymous 
and get fishing folks to send me lots 
of dollars for no good reason. What 
a scam -- er -- public benefit! 

But don't laugh if you see me in 
the back yard, casting my Jitterbug 
into the garden. It's pitiful, but I do 
need my weeds, I can't help it.

Yup, I'm on Vay-Kay next week, 
but I've got something to fill this 
spot that you might enjoy. One item 
on my list of relaxations (ha!) is’a 
whale-watch cruise, and my four- 


year-old is already starting to harp 
On me to go see the big guys now, 
not next week, daddy, NOW! With 
luck I'll have enough pictures and 
details to do a decent story. 

This Sunday, there's an unusual 
fishing derby scheduled for Silver 
Lake in Wilmington. Unusual is an 
odd choice of words, but this isn't 
being run in the usual way. The 
Poor Boy tournament trail will see 
derbies held on seven area lakes and 
ponds, but instead of a sign-up at 
the water, the sign-ups are being 
held at local sporting goods shops, 
such as Wild Side Sports in North 
Wilmington. 

The purpose, according to Bob 
Cox who runs the show, is to get 
more traffic through sporting good 
shops. Other derbies ask shops for 
donations, but the stores never get 
any attention in return. Okay. 

Also, he said, Poor Boy benefits 
the "smaller" anglers, instead of the 
megabuck bass-boat crowd. Cox 
said he hopes to bring Poor Boy up 
to 1,000 members by next year, on 
a statewide basis. 

An entry fee of $21 per two-man 
team is first required, to become 
registered as a "member" of Poor 
Boy, with a max of 25 teams, Then, 
the tofrmaments themselves require 
a sigh- up fee of $10.50 per person 
by noon the day before the derby, 
ata listed sponsor, or add $5 (total 
of $15.50) at the ramp.

August 26 at Chebbaco Lake; Sept- 
ember 2 on Pentucket Pond; Sept- 
ember 16 at White Hall Reservoir; 
and September 30 on Lake Quanna- 
powitt. Call Jack Young at 617- 
279-2253 for more information. 

Don't miss the Merrimack River 
bass and carp derby on August 12, 
to be held by the Merrimack Valley 
Vietnam Vietnam Veterans. The 
HQ will be the Lowell bath house, 
with an entry fee of $10 each, top 
prize of $300 The event will help 
raise funds for the MVVV building 
fund, so they can have a meeting 
place of their own. 

Eddie Silva at Wild Side, who has 
a club of his own affiliated with the 
Mass. B.A.S.S. Federation, said a 
Sunday derby on the lower stretch 
of the Merrimack produced lots of 
bass, but mostly shorties. Earlier 
“scouting” trips produced loads of 
keepers, he said, but the big bass all 
disappeared when tournament day 
rolled around. Eddie said he was 
knocking ‘em dead with chartreuse 
(yellow) grubtails, fished deep.

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After 45 years, the 
conte is finally a Veteran 


Capt. Larz Neilson, the publisher , 
of the Town Crier is now officially _5 
a veteran of World War II. As 
many readers know, he was a cap- 
tain in the U.S. Merchant Marine. 
Until recently, that type of service 
did not qualify as military service. 
Although the country's merchant 
vessels were under the command of 
the War Shipping Admi: i 
they were still private vessels, and 
the officers and crew were 
employees of private companies. 

Yet the merchant v played a 
role in World War II that was both 
vital and extremely dangerous. 
The merchant fleet provided troop 
transportation and supplies to the 
Allied war effort.Hundreds of 
merchant vessels were sunk by 
German U-boats, many of them 
just off the U.S. East Coast. 

At the time of Pearl Harbor, it is 
believed that there were 50,000 
men in the Merchant Marine. Six 
months later, 10,000 of them were 
dead. . 

Congress, about two years ago 
voted that the service of merchant 
seamen should qualify them for 
veterans’ status, recognizing that 
many seamen lost their lives during 
that war. 

Capt. Neilson has received a cer= 
tificate of Honorable Discharge 
from the U.S; Coast Guard, 
Washington, DC attesting to his 
vetcran status. The certificate was 
dated 2 July 1990, 44 years and 
three days after Captain Neilson 
relinquished his command of the 
SS Chanute Victory, a "converted" 
troopship 

Except for one period of three 
months, October 1942 to January 
1943, the publisher spent the entire 
war at sca. The three months was 
spent in shore duty in New York 
Harbor. 

Neilson was Chief Mate of the SS 
Carolinian, in Wilmington, North 
Carolina, on the day of Pearl 
Harbor. 

More than a year of his WWII sea 
duty was spent in the Mediter- 
Farean area, nine months of that 
time being in command of the SS 
Benjamin Goodhue, a "converted" 
Liberty ship, converted to carry 
troops. The Goodhue transported 
French Colonial soldiers from 
Oran and Algiers, in Algeria, to 


southern Italy, Corsica and 
southern France. 
The soldiers were Tunisian, 


Algerian, Morroccan and Sene- 
galese. Those from Tunis, Algeria 
and Morrocco were Muslim 
Senegal is a country close to 
Liberia, at the point where Africa 
is closest to South America 

The officers for these soldiers 
were generally Free French 

For Capt. Neilson, who had 
studied French for three years in 
Wilmington High School it was a 
wonderful opportunity to improve 
his use of that language. Other 
American "troopers" had all sorts 
of difficulties because there was ‘no 
one on the ship who could speak 

French. Such problems did not 
arise on the Goodhue. 

There were problems for in- 
stance, like the problem of feeding 
the Muslim soldiers. Under no 
circumstances will Muslims eat 
pork, but that fact is not widely 
known by American seamen. 

On one occasion Captain Neilson 
noted that some Morrocan soldiers, 
"“Goums,” were eating baked beans. 
Neilson went down to the officers’

salon, and there a Moroccan 
Lieutenant, Mohammed Said was 
seated at the table, happily 
shoveling in his dinner of baked 
beans 

Goums were hard fighting 
soldiers, who always carried a 
knife, and never drew that knife 
except to shed blood. If they found 
out that there was pork in those 
baked beans there could be trouble, 
possibly with a capital T, 

Neilson kept.quict. Afterward he 
called the Chief Steward to his 
office and explained the problem 
about the Muslim religion and 
pork. 

Never again did that Chief 
Steward serve baked beans to 
Muslim troops. The captain used 
the Chief Steward as an answer to 
other problems. One was the 
matter of sanitation, re the 
soldiers 

Some of those soldiers came from 
places way out in the Saraha 
Desert, where fresh water was 
never used for purcly sanitary 
functions. They had never seen a 
toilet, a ala Europe or the United 
States 

The result was, at the end of the 
voyage, on some occasions, filthy 
troop quarters. The ship's crew 
would be extremely unhappy about, 
the.task of cleaning up. 

Neilson solved that problem 
quickly. The Commandant and 
other officers were always guests 
at his table. Oh, the Captain was so 
kind! 

The first night out Neilson would 
invite the Commandant to accom- 
pany him next morning, for an 
inspection of the vessel. The 
inspection would start at 10 a.m., 
and half a dozen ship's officers 
would participate: 

The Chief Steward would go 
ahead of the inspection party, and 
nervously open doors for the 
captain and party to inspect inside. 
At one point he would always 
stoop, and pick up a burnt match, 
which he would put into his pocket. 

At that point in time the captain 


made certain that the commandant 
had a clear view. Then, that 
evening, in the salon, Captain Neil- 
son would inform the Commandant 
that there would be inspection of 
the troop quarters next morning. 

As a result when the soldiers left 
the ship the troop quarters were at 
least reasonably clean. 

How do you do it? Other captains 
would ask Neilson, 

“Oh, you have to be able to talk to 
the commanding officer in 
French!" 

Notable were two voyages to 
Corsica, from Algiers, The Free 
French wanted to be in control of 
that island before the invasion of 
southern France, and they wanted 
(so it seems) that it be an all French 
invasion. Corsica is a part of 
France, a regular department. 

It would not do for those 
Frenchmen to have to acknowledge 
that they invaded Corsica: with the 
aid of the Royal (British) Navy. No 
sir! There were two French Navy 
escort vessels and four cargo ships, 
loaded with Colonials. One more 
ship was needed. 

Anyway, it seems that the 
Goodhue was used because the 
captain could speak French. That 
might have been an American flag 
flying, but it was a French speaking 
officer in command! 

All conversation (TBS) between 
the ships was in the French 
language. That meant that the 
American signalmen who handled 
the blinker lights had to write 
down the messages for the captain, 
instead of just reading them off. 
For those signalmen it was not 
necessarily a wonderful time, 
especially when the captain was not 
handy, on the bridge. 

But they survived. The French 
(and Neilson) put in at Ajaccio, and 
the troops were put on shore. 
Corsica was again a French island! 

About 10 days later a second 
voyage was made, with more 
French troops for Corsica. When 
the Goodhue docked at the pier 
there were officers waiting for the

captain from the previous voyage. 

The greetings, as could be 
expected were in French. Captain 
Neilson was to be their guest, for a 
picnic in the mountains! 

American army rations were 
served, during that picnic. There 
was one item which was not GE 
issue. Those French officers hat 
acquired a good supply of snails 
(escargot) which were roasted 
before an open fire, and devoured 
by all hands. Delicious! 

After a year and a half in 
command of the Goodhue Neilson 
took command of the Chanute 
Victory, a larger and faster 
troopship. The Chanute Victory 
was used to transport American 
soldiers from Europe to New 
York, and German prisoners from 
the US to Europe. 

In one sense the transportation of 
the German prisoners was a sort-of 
joke. They received exactly the 
same treatment as was given to the 
US soldiers. But they did not know 
that, after getting to Europe (or 
England) they would have'to serve 
six months in a labor corps, tearing 
down buildings ruined by bombs, 
and streets, etc., before they could 
return to Germany. 

The ritual of transfer, if so it may 
be termed, was always the same. 

A command of British soldiers 
would always "receive" the 
prisoners, no matter where the 
Germans were put ashore. A 
British Army Major would be in 
command, 

The Germans were ordered to 
"fall in" (get in line), and the 
Major, swagger stick under his 
arm, would go down the line, 
carefully inspecting each prisoner. 
He was looking for something that 
was not exactly correct. 

That generally turned out to be a 
German toe, which was not exactly 
in line with those of the other 
prisoners, The majors heel would 
Jand on that toe, hard. 

That was the lesson to all German, 
prisoners, in every port.."Keep in 
line." 

Accompanying the certificate 
from the US Coast Guard in 
Washington DC was a copy of a 
letter, written Dec. 19, 1945, to 
Captain Neilson by the Atlantic 
Coast Operating Manager of the 
company for which Neilson was 
working:

According to Gene Smith, 
author of “When the Cheering 
Stopped,’ Woodrow Wilson 
enjoyed automobile rides. He 
would frequently ask the Secret 
Service agents assigned to protect 
him to take him for a ride. There 
was one obstacle that frequently 
prevented the president from enjoy- 
ing those rides: he hated drivers 
who speeded, particularly when 
they sped past the presidential 
limousine 

Fast drivers. angered the presi- 
dent so much, in fact, that he began 
ordering the Secret Service agents 
to pursue drivers who sped by 
them. The president instructed his 
driver to travel no faster than twen- 
ty miles per hour. Anyone who 
drove past them was considered by 
the president to be driving at an 
Ungodly speed, The Secret Service 
agents, however, were never able to 
catch up with the speeders, and this 
angered Wilson even more. 

Wilson decided to go one step 
further: he wrote to the attorney 
general, asking him if the president 
had the power of a-justice of the 
peace. When he was informed that 
he did have special powers, Wilson 
decided that he would personally 
stop anybody who sped past the 
presidential limousine and try them 
on the spot. Wilson was determined 
to keep the streets of Washington 
free of speeders. The Secret 
Service finally convinced the presi- 
dent that it would be inappropriate 
for him to conduct trials on the 
street, and he left the apprehension 
of speeders to the police.

Leonard Mosley, author of 


“Dulles,” the life story of Allen 
Dulles, who once headed up the 
Central Intelligence Agency, relates 
an incredible tale from the carly 
days of Dulles’s career in military 


intelligence. The story took place 
on April 11, 1917, when V.1, Lenin 
made a telephone call to the 
American legation in Berne 
Switzerland. Lenin had just been 
ousted by the Bolsheviks, and since 
he was friendly with Woodrow 
Wilson, he wanted to deliver an 
important message to ‘the 
Americans regarding World War ! 

Lenin. identified himself and 
said that he had’to speak with 
somebody at the legation immedi 
ately. The intelligence officer who 
answered the call was Allen Dulles. 
He refused to put the call through 
to somebody in charge at the lega- 
tion. His reason: the office was 
about to close for the day, and he 
had a date with a woman who had 
scorned him Once for being to 
young, Dulles did.not want to risk 
upsetting her. So he told the gentle 
man on the line to call back in the 
morning, that he could speak to 
somebody then. 

Lenin told Dulles that he could 
not wait till the next morning, that 
the news was of utmost importance 


. and that he had to speak to some 


body immediately: Dulles, who 
thought that the call was a crank 
from just another emigre, held fast 
with his refusal to put the call 
through. Six days later, V.!, Lenin 
announced to the world the 
that he tried so, desperately to tell 
the American legation: Russia was 
taking itself out of the Great War 
and that péace negotiations with

"Days of Thunder" Starring

The ad campaign surrounding 
"Days of Thunder" would have 
you believe there is a certain mys- 
tique to this film. That it is THE 
summer flick of all times. That 
Tom Cruise can practically walk 
on water, In reality, it's more like 
so much claptrap, not a thunder- 
Ous cinematic experience. 

The culprit here is the formu- 
lated plot. It.has all the warmth 
and originality of a computer-gen- 
erated script. One is dumbfounded 
to read it is the work of Robert 
Towne, the man who brought 
home an Academy Award for 
"Chinatown." In this "Rocky 
Meets Top Gun" re-hash, one can 
practically answer every question 
and predict every upcoming 
scene. 

The acting is fine, but nothing 
to get excited over. Both Cruise 
and his co-star, Nicole Kidman, 
give fine performances and look 
great doing so. But Cruise could 
be in any flick, there is nothing 
special about his performance. We 
see none of the finely honed skills 
he presented in "Rainman" or

According to James T. Farrell, 
editor of “"H. L. Mencken: 
Prejudices,"* on December 26, 
19], Mencken published in the 
New York Evening Mail the story 
of how the bathtub made its way to 
America, The story was completely 
made up, but for some unknown 
reason it found its way across the 
country faster than flames devour- 
ing dried brush, 

Mencken’s story told of a fel- 
low’ by the name of Adam 
Thompson, who, in 1842, retumed 
to America with an idea for a 
bathing tub, which he'd first seen 
in Europe. Thompson, who was a 
cotton and grain dealer from 
Cincinnati, could not convince any- 
body to help him produce the 
bathing tub. In fact, said Mencken 
in his story, legislators in,Philadel- 
phia and Boston passed laws 
against the tub because noted 
physicians had declared bathing as 
unsanitary, Boston’s fathers passed 
a decree that called for their 
approval before anybody could 
bath in a tub. 

Mencken went on in his story 
to describe how the tub remained 


unpopular until 1851, when 
Millard Fillmore ordered one to 
be installed in the White House. , 
When Americans learned of the 
president's like for taking a bath in 
a tub, bathing in tubs became fash- 
ionable. 

It wasn’t until May 1926 that , 
Mencken revealed to the public that 
his story on the origin of the bath- 
tub.was a complete hoax. To his 
astonishment, still very few people 
believed that his story was untrue. 
In fact, the following month, the 
Boston Herald published, , 
Mencken's original story for a sec- 
ond time! Mencken insisted that the * 


Scribner’s Magazine published his 
article as fact, and several years 
later a book was published based 
on Mencken's article. As late as 
1970 Mencken's story was still , 
being regarded as fact: it “appeared 
that year in the “"Dictionary of 
American History.””
